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HOW TO OARE FOR THE SURPLUS 
Bf SARE. 


A bill was introduced in the Senate on 
Tuesday to farther provide for the care of 
tip insane in this State. 
We understand 
the plan was devised by Senator George 
i t Paul, of Milwaukee, but was reported 
frjm the Joint Committee on Charitable 
and Penal institutions, by the chairman, 
Senator Richardson, of this county, and 
was introduced by him. The bill received 
much attention by the committee and is 
heartily endorsed by them. The length of 
the bill precludes us from publishing it in 
full to day, but we wilUgive a synopsis of 
it that our readers may clearly judge of 
the character of the measure. 
It is be­ 
lieved that the bill holds out to the State 
adequate provisions tor all classes of in­ 
sane, and that it will be the happyj means 
of reconciling the conflicting interests of 
localities, and at the same time it will pre­ 
vent any raid on the State Treasury by the 
hospital rings 
The first section provides that whenever 
the total number of insane persons in the 
State shall exceed the total number of such 
persons who can be conveniently 
and* 
properly eared for in the hospitals tor the 
Insane, the board 
of supervisors of any 
county may purchase or otherwise provide 
a proper site within the county on which 
to build a county asylum, the site to con­ 
tain not less than 50 acres, on which ehal 
be built suitable buildings which shall ac 
commodate not less than 50 nor more than 
fifty per cent greater than the 
whole 
number oi insane persons belonging to 
such county. Section two provides that 
whenever the county board shall deter­ 
mine to purchase a site and to erect build­ 
ings, it shall be the duty of the county 
clerk to file with the State Board of Char­ 
ities a certified copy of the proceedings of 
the board, but no further action shall be 
taken until the Board of Charities shall 
have ascertained and filed a certificate with 
toe Secretary ol 
State that 
a 
neces­ 
sity 
exists 
for 
such 
additional 
asylum. 
Section 
four 
says 
that upon completion of the buildings and 
their acceptance by the Slate Board of 
Chanties, the Governor shall appoint three 
trustees, and the county board two trustees, 
allot whom shall be residents of the coun­ 
ty, who shall constitute a board for the 
government oi the asylum. 
Section five provides that when the asy­ 
lum is completed, the board of trustees, 
shall transfer to the asylum all inmates tor 
the State institutions for the insane, com ­ 
mitted from or belonging to said county, 
and

of

poorhouse of the county. 
The eighth sec­ 
tion says the cost of the buildings for any 
such asylum, shall not exceed the amount 
determined upon and appropriated there­ 
for by the county board. Section nine 
makes provision that when the building is 
completed, and the tact is certified to by 
the board of trustees, the Secretary of 
State, 
in consideration of the amounts 
heretofore 
paid 
by 
the 
county 
in the construction of the State Institution 
for the insane, shall issae to said county a 
warrant for the payment, and return to 
the county an anion at equal to one half 
the cost of the county asylum, provided 
the amount so paid to aoy county shall in 
no case exceed the sum of $300 per capita 
for the whole number of insane and inebri­ 
ate persons. 
Section eleven makes it the duty of the 
Secretary of State during the month of Jan­ 
uary in each year, to compute the Average 
cost per week per capita of maintaining 
the insane inmates of the Northern Hos­ 
pital during the preceding fiscal year, for 
such purpose assuming the total cost of 
such inmates to be equal lo the aggregate 
amount ot payments from the State Treas­ 
ury on account of Legislative appropria­ 
tions, and not including 
payment 
by 
counties on any account in behalf of such 
institution, 
and

fiscal year, be shall compute the aggregate

Applying this measure to Rock county, 
the account would stand about In this way: 
The county’s portion of the tax lor the 
enlargement ot the present hospitals, would 
be $16,000. 
The cost of constructing a budding suffi­ 
ciently large to providejor 50 insane per­ 
sons, is estimated at $30,000, one-half of 
which is to be paid by the State, leaving 
the cost to the county of $15,000. 
The county’s portion of the amount to be 
paid by the State for furnishing, under the 
county system, provision for 400 addi­ 
tional insane at $600 each, is $6,000. 
Further, to support 40 persons in State 
hospital, pai d by tax, including in the gen* 
eral fund, and $1.50 paid direct will amount 
to $130 per week, or $9,360 per year. To 
support the same number rn a county asy­ 
lum will cost $2 per week each, or $30 for 
all, making only $4,160 per year, a saving 
t i the county of $5,200 a year. 
The account can then be briefly stated 
as follows To enlargs the hospitals, Hock 
county would be compelled to pay, alto­ 
gether. $25,360, for one year.

There has been so much learning and 
sense displayed on this subject, it may be 
refreshing to hear from one who makes lit­ 
tle pretentions to either. 
The hells of the future fife are Its asy. 
Ium9, provided by the Divine Providence, 
aa homes for the wicked, something as the 
State here provides its asylums tor the best 
good of the insane, idiotic, deaf and dumb. 
The penalty of natural law has brought 
such charity upon the State, and the pen­ 
alty of spiritual law has brought sueh char 
Uy upon the divine government.

Every love, whether^ good or 
evil, has its own delights. The world is 
full of proofs of tim fact. The devils get 
their 6hare ia their way as well as the 
saints, but it is a disorderly and irrational 
delight, full of phantasy 
and falsity 
the consideration 


continual suffering. 
The next question Is 
does sueh suffering Increase forever ? Do 
the wicked grow worse and worse to eter­ 
nity ? 
Docs putting a robber I'm prison and 
making him carn his own food and rai­ 
ment instead of stealing it, make him suf­ 
fer more than before? And, suppose he 
should stay there forever, would he grow 
worse and worse? To my mind he could 
not suffer more nor grow worse. 
On the 
other hand he would gradually conform 
to his situation, and his life become accom* 
modated to it. It seems to me precisely 
so with the wicked In their final homea 
For confirmation of this, look at those in 
thb world In all varieties and conditions 
and see how their habits in sixty years 
settle down to a certain order and quiet of 
lite. If sixty years do so much what must 
sixty millions of years do? No; it is op­ 
posed to reason and good sense to believe 
after the wicked have reached their final 
home, that 
they 
live in continual 
torture, and that they are always growing 
worse and worse. Even selfishness has its 
comforts as well as its sorrows, and it is 
fair to presume that satans and devils profit 
by experience in the next world, as well as 
in this. Though living in direct violation 
of the laws of divine love and wisdom, they 
are reduced by divine Providence, to the 
best possible order of their condition, and 
are continually watched over and cared for 
by it. 
It is a sickly sentiment to worry about 
the wicked atter they have reached their 
final homes. Some think it shows a lack 
of chanty, but to me it shows a lack of 
sense and faith in God. As well might we 
sorrow over the tiger and hyena because 
they prefer the desert and wilderness to the 
centers of civilization and refinement. It 
is no more desirable to change their place 
or condition than to change a tree to an 
animal, or an animal to a man. Destruction 
of identity would be the destruction of law 
and order, and ultimately would destroy 
heaven itself. Introduce such aa infernal 
principle, and we should at once all want 
to begods. 
if any one thinks this description of hell 
is too humane and merciiul and just, it is 
because he has no proper perception of 
what heaven is. 
But let there nothing be said here to 
withhold man from hb proper work in 
promoting all ways of true living. Kill 
the serpent, tame the bird and beast, water 
the desert, turn the wilderness into a gar­ 
den, dig for iron and silver and gold, build 
cities and temples, open highways by sea 
and laud, push commerce and exchange, 
weave into use all devices of the brain, un­ 
fold science, literature and art.dot the earth 
from pole to pole with asylums, help the 
press to spread its wings of the morning— 
for all these arc the very shoes in which 
the truths ot the Millennium are yet to 
walk. 
Study deep and work long at the 
altar, always on your knees and facing the 
east, and the Lord will come to you on the 
hill-tops bye and bye. 
This is the way to 
lessen the hells and increase the heavens 
both in this world and the next.

“Their 
eyes stand out with fatness; they have 
more than heart could wish.” •’They are 
not in trouble as other men ; neither are 
they plagued like other men.’* Pa. 73-7 
and 5. 
They are not always thus prosper­ 
ous, but sometimes are. At least they are 
not in perpetual torment, nor in perpetu­ 
ally Increasing torment. But they have 
such torments as are incident to their 
states of lite. Now what are they? 
Z,They have no pangs of conscience. 
They extinguished that long ago. 
They 
shut this divine voice out of their under 
standing tor the sake of an insane peace. 
It was always bringing them to judgment, 
and they would none of it. 
But, though their capacity for suffering 
remorse is extinguished, they have ether 
sources of torture. 
These consist of the 
disappointments of selfishness iu all its 
multifarious forms.

A Thrilling Scene—Bravery Rewardid. 
From the Monmouthshire Merlin and South 
Wales Advertiser. 
An exchange relates the following inci 
dent, which occurred during a general re­ 
view of the Austrian cavalry, a few months 
ago; “Not far trom oO,OOO cavalry were 
lo hoe. A little child—a girl—ct not 
more than four years, standing in the front 
row of spectators, either trom fright or 
some other cause, rushed out into the open 
field just as a squadron of hussars came 
sweeping around from the main body. 
They had made tne detour tor the purpose 
ot saluting the Empress, whose carriage 
was drawn up in that part of the parade 
ground. Down came the flying squadron, 
charging at a mad gallop—down directly 
upon the child. The mother was paralyzed, 
as were others, for there could be no rescue 
from the line of spectators. The Empress 
uttered a cry of horror, tor the child’s de­ 
struction seemed inevitable—and such ter­ 
rible destruction—the trampling todt&'b 
by a thousand iron hoofs. Directly under 
the feet of tke horses was the little one— 
another instant must seal its doom—when 
a stalwart hussar, who was in the front 
line, without slacking his speed or loosen­ 
ing his hold, threw himself over by the 
side of his horse’s neck, seized and lifted 
the child, and placed it in safety upon bls 
saddle-bow; and this he did without 
changing his pace or breaking the correct 
alignment of the squadron.

An Ex-Governor's Career. 
General Charlet Clarke, ex-governor of 
Mississippi, died a few days sgo at the age 
of eighty-eight. He served in the Mexi­ 
can war as a volunteer, but was sent home 
invalided as a consumptive by the sur­ 
geons. Their verdict Dr. iWarren Stone, 
the highest authority of the southern fa­ 
culty, confirmed, one lung hiving perished 
completely, and the lieutenant was advised 
to go home and lead the quiet life of a 
painter, avoiding all excitement, whereby 
he might prolong his life tor eighteen 
months or perhaps even for two years. He 
went 
home, but 
did 
not 
die; in­ 
deed, after serving In the legislature 
and 
several 
public 
offices, 
he was alive to head a confederate brigade 
at Shiloh. As he parted trom Col. W. H. 
McArdle, a veteran Mississippi journalist, 
he said: *T think you will have a good 
chance ot publishing that obituary which 
you promised me thirteen years ago. I 
have outlived all the doctors, but I am not 
so confident that J shall escape the balls 
and shells which I shall be compelled to 
face to-day.” Atter the first days battle 
Gen. Clarke was borne to the rear, wrap­ 
ped In a blanket saturated with blood. 
“You can publish that obituary now—he 
bas met with a soldier’s death,” was the 
remark ot one of those who bore him, and 
the obituary was shortly afterward* pub­ 
lished in the New 
Orleans 
papers. 
Shortly slier the battle ot Baton Rouge, 
however. Gen. Clarke was seen again at 
New Orleans. Ho had been shot through 
the body at Shiloh and left on the field, to 
bo taken prisoner, to recoyer, and to be
